B u t out in M issouri, S ed a lia is 
said to be the place, some cute man 
m ad e the d iscovery that b y a slight 
c h a n g e in the w o r d in g of a bank 
c h e c k , so as to g iv e it the form of 
a n u n n egotiab le receipt from the 
d ep osito r to the b an k for m o n ey 
p aid , the stam p w a s not necessary 
u n d er the la w .

paper, 
w h ic h furnished the b a n t receipt 
e v id e n c e that he had been paid the 
a m o u n t the paper called for.

T h e practice spread until 
n o w it is the rule in counter busi­ 
ness w it h thousands of the smaller 
b a n k s in the interior of the cou n ­ 
try . 
M a n y c ity banks and most 
in stitu tion s in the east still require 
the c h e c k form and the stam p on 
all w ith d ra w a ls .

“ W e d re w the bill, o r ig in a lly ,”

W h e n the lan g u a ge w as under c o n ­ 
sideration b y the com m ittee, som e­ 
on e su ggested that b y it members 
o f congress w o u ld have to put 2C 
on e v e r y receipt w h en they w e n t 
to the office o f the sergeant-at-arms 
to d r a w again st their salary ac­ 
counts. 
T o evad e that w e ch a n g ed 
the w o rd s so w e 
could get our 


m on ey b y sim p ly s ig n in g receipts, 
w h ic h w ere not negotiable or c o m ­ 
mercial paper. 
“ B u t in p ro v id in g this 
escape 
from the tax for ourselves in our 
financial dealings w ith the sergeant- 
at-arms o f the house, w e made it 
possible for an y depositor to get 
his^ m on ey out of an y ban k b y u n ­ 
stam ped

form. 
A n d 
I 
understand

m ethod is in quite general effect 
w ith banks throughout the west, 
especially in the smaller q- ies and 
t o w n s .” 


T h e cashier in one o f the local 
banks, w h en seen b y a D e m o cr at 
reporter 
this 
m orn in g, 
said the 


plan did not originate in Sedalia, 
but in the C itiz e n s ’ ban k at W i n d ­ 
sor, 


W h e n this form of ch eck w as 


presented, as stated b y M r. S teven s, 
the m atter 
w a s 
referred 
to 
the 
treasury departm ent at W a s h i n g ­ 
ton. 
T w o agents of the dep art­ 
m ent w ere sent on to exam ine into 
the m atter. 


T h e y found that, under the rul­ 
in g of the revenue bureau, the pro­ 
ceed in g 
w as 
en tirely 
legal 
and 
proper, and their next step w a s to 
find the am ount the go vern m en t 
w o u ld lose thereby. 
F igu res w ere 
g iv e n b y each ban k visited, 
but 
these w ere not m ade k n o w n to the 
other banks, and of course, are not 
available. 


M a n y ban ks have printed forms, 
the w o r d in g b ein g ch a n g ed 
but 
little 
from 
the regular form 
of 
ch eck. 
Instead of the w ords “ F a y 
t o , ” 
fo llo w in g the nam e of the 
b a n k and p reced in g the blan k line 
for the nam e of the payee, 
the 
w ords “ R e c e iv e d o f ” are printed 
preced ing the name of the ban k. 
O f course, 
these 
receipts 
can 
o n ly be used w here the payee is the 
depositor w hose account is d ra w n 
against, and cannot be passed from 
one of the b a n k ’s customers to a n ­ 
other. 
T h a t form of paper must 
bear the revenue «tamp.

WHAT IS THE HEMEDY V 
Every citizen, no matter what 
his political affiliations may be, is 
deeply interested in the city gov­ 
ernment. 
When the city prospers we all 
prosper alike, no matter what our 
political beliefs may be, and we 
must alike share adversity. 
How best to secure the wisest 
management is an open question 
in the minds of many people. 
The Capital, in a well written 
article, advocates the nomination 
of a citizens’ ticket. 
But ninety-nine per cent of the 
citizens of Sedalia are either demo­ 
crats or republicans, and it is not 
certain that either party would 
consent to step aside. 
The membership of both parties 
would agree to any policy that 
would promise 
to advance the 
city’s interest, for partisans are as 
patriotic as independents. 
But is it certain that a citizens’ 
ticket would be any better than a 
party ticket? 
Is it certain that the best men 
would be nominated for office? 
No one can say 
at this time 
what the citizens of Sedalia— dem­ 
ocrats, republicans, populists and 
independents— really desire in the 
way of tickets. 
Perhaps it 
would be well to 
refer the matter- to the Business 
Men’s club for consideration. 
A committee, composed of an 
equal 
number of representative 
democrats and republicans, could 
be appointed to consider the ques­ 
tion and report at the next meet­ 
ing, and thus the sentiment of both 
parties could be made known. 


NO HAPPINESS IN WEALTH. 
Mr, Charles T. Yerkes, who ac­ 
cumulated $i5, ocxD, ooo in fifteen 
years, declared at a meeting of 
teachers 
recently 
that 
“ great 
wealth does not bring great hap­ 
piness. ” 
Neither does great poverty bring 
great misery. 
If people would not confuse 
pleasure and happiness, says the 
Post-Dispatch, 
their philosophy 
of life would be saner and clearer. 
The Hian who looks outside of him­ 
self for happiness is sure to be dis- 
appointed. 
So, the man who im­ 
agines that because he is poor, he 
must necessarily_be miserable, for­ 
gets that his real life has its seat in 
the soul and reckons not with ex­ 
ternal conditions. 
A rich man may have much 
pleasure; a poor man may be very 
uncomfortable. 
Both 
will 
be 
happy if they make the best use of 
the gifts they possess. 
The practice of good humor will 
do muck to enlighten the seeker 
after happiness. 
Not mere self- 
satisfaction, b it the good humor 
which comes to a right attitude 
toward the world. 
This is the 
social attitude. 
Man is a social 
animal. 
If he realizes himself aa 


such he cannot be unhappy. 
But if 
he separates himself in temper from 
his fellow-men he becomes a puny 
person with no real life in him. 
Therefore he is unhappy. 
Learn 
to distinguish between happiness 
and pleasure.

keep large sums of money locked 
up in the United States treasury.
